three times in the broadjump, with 
Bob Clark loading with 24 feet 9% 
inches. Clark also ran in the relay 
races, the Americans winning every 
race. 


Clark came very close to a world 


championship recently in the broad- 
jump, and is known internationally 
as one of the foremost all-around 
university athletes. He arrived home 
Saturday morning, and is remain- 
ing with his parents. 


He says that he plans to stay out 


of school and work until next fall, 
when he will return to the Univer- 
sity of California at Berkeley to fin- 
ish his course.

The main station, located oa top 


of the civic center building, 205 
South Broadway, in Los Angeles, 
will be supplemented by another 
broadcasting station in San Gabriel 
canyon. 


Each, explained the chief engineer, 


lias been licensed by the federal gov- 
ernment for emergency purposes to 
send out warnings of flood danger 
over the entire county. Both sta- 
tions, declared Robert Taylor, radio 
engineer in charge of installation, 
will be completed within the week 
so they might function in case of 
necessity. 


"There is constant peril of flood 


in this county," declared Fisher yes- 
terday, "and, while I do not want 
to seem an alarmist, we must take 
measures to warn people of this dan- 
ger as it arises. These stations, while 
on short wave, probably will have 
their messages picked up by the 
larger broadcasters so that everyone, 
in the path of floods, can be warned 
of such danger."

assembly constitutional

New Fruit Pest Not 


Found in County 


Surveys just completed by county 


agricultural inspectors for the green 
fruit beetle have failed to show any 
trace of the pest in this county, ac- 
cording to R. N. Hutchison, inspec- 
tor of the Covina district. Similar 
in appearance and habits to the 
green June-beetle of the east, this 
large green insect feeds on the pulp 
of deciduous fruits and grapes. 


Although for many years a pest 


in Arizona, Texas and other south- 
western states, the beetle was first 
found in California at Riverside this 
summer. The survey in Los Angeles 
was made so that if the pest were 
found here, eradication measures 
could be taken promptly before it 
became widely established.
